The Rev. C. C. Crawford, Who

The Rev. C. C. Crawford, former 
pastor of Fourth Christian Church, 
Blair avenue and Penrose street, 
and active in leadership of the Ku 
Klux Klan in 1924, will become 
pastor of a new church of the Dis- 
ciples of Christ in St. Louis, to be 
known as the Metropolitan Chris- 
tian Church.

An investiga- 
tion within the klan established the 
truth of the Post-Dispatch account 
of the fraud, and Crawford, in a 
statement to Postoffice Inspectors 
then admitted the charges. 

He tendered his resignation at 
the time from the pastorate of 
Fourth “Christian Church, but -a 
majority of the board stood by him, 
refusing to accept it, and Crawford 
continued his activities for the 
klan. He had preached sermons in 
his church openly defending ~ Ku 
Klux activities, and also had ad- 
dressed open air meetings of the 
klan clad in Ku Klux regalia. 

For the last two years Crawford 
has been doing evangelistic work in 
the East.

St. Louis had more rain in the 
24 hours up to 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing than normally falls here during 
the entire month of August. Nor- 


mal rainfall for August is 2.99 
inches, While the Weather Bureau 
recorded 3.25 inches in the 24-hour 
period. 

Rain on eight days this month 
has kept temperatures low. At 9 
a. m. it was 67 degrees, unusually 
low. Total rainfall so far. this 
month was 7 inches. 

Only five times since 1837, when 
the Weather Bureau’s records be- 
gin, has the total rainfall for Au- 
gust exceeded 7 inches.. The total 
so far this month is greater than 
the total for any August since 1868 
except for August. 1915. when the 
fall was 11.43 inches, the record 
for the month, and the August of 
the following year when. 10.69 
inches, the next highest, was re- 
corded. During August of 1930, 
the drouth year, the total fall was 
but 28 of an inch.

Reduces Salary of Resigned

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—For- 

mer Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes has found that legal tech- 
nicalities will cost him $10,000 this 
fiscal year. 
Holmes is the hardest hit among 
the comparatively few former Fed. 
eral. Judges affected by the econ- 
omy measure which reduced the 
pay of Government employes, 

He resigned from the Supreme 
Court a few months ago on the 
eve of his ninety-first birthday, 
after almost 30 years on that 
bench. Then he was eligible to 
draw $20,000 a year for the rest 
of his life, but that was cut in half 
by the economy bill. 

As interpreted, the bill provides 
that no Federal Judge who had 
resigned could draw more than 
$10,000 a year in retirement pay. 
The law did not affect the salary 
of Ju@ges in active service for the 
Constitution prohibits that. 

There are, however, 10 or 11 
former Federal Judges no longer 
on the bench whose retirement pay 
was untouched by the economy 
measure. 

Some Federal Judges eligible to 
quit with pay retire. This means 
they can be called back into serv- 
ice if needed, although the calls 
are few. The interpretation of the 
economy bill is that this group of 
Judges still theoretically hold of- 
fice, and that their pay cannot be 
reduced. 

Other Judges like Holmes re- 
sigh and may not be called back 
into servicy.

Defeat of California Oil Law. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ECENTLY Secretary Wilbur gave out 

a statement criticising the public for 
voting down the California oil law, which 
was designed to work out oil conserva- 
tion measures. He also stated that he 
could not understand the public's mo- 
tive. 1 believe he told the truth. 

Conservation of natural resources since 
Roosevelt set aside the public lands has 
become an ideal of the masses. But it is 
frowned upon by business. Many peo- 
ple in the nation thought forestry should 
and would be a national method for 
three-fold relief: employment, flood con- 
trol and lumber for future industries. 
But lumbermen took their politicians and 
marched on Washington, D. C., in Octo- 
ber, 1930, and got an ear. Since then, 
people have been wondering why such 
a worthy cause was crushed during such 
times. 

The people are more able to sift truth 
from politics than most of our leaders 
seem to realize. Experience is everyone's 
teacher. Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln, 
Roosevelt and Wilson were guided chief- 
ly by the ordinary citizen. 

The people of California voted the new 
oll law down because the national ad- 
ministration had gone against forestry;

How diffi- 
cult they will be remains to be determined. But the 
W. C. T. U. may be sure of one thing and that is that 
the old saloon, as we knew it, will never again be 
tolerated. The destruction of that institution is the 
prohibition movement’s contribution of lasting value. 
And since that, after all, was the real objective of 
the W. C. T. U., the organization, instead of accept- 
ing the present situation as a defeat, might well 
reason that, having won its fight against the saloon 
—a victory that still stands—it now resolves to com- 
bat any evils that may develop under the new system 
of handling the traffic. In a word, forget prohibition, 
which experience has shown to be impracticable, and 
devote its energies to temperance. 

There is anxiety, as everyone knows—not con- 
fined te prohibition circles, either—lest the old 
saloon come back with a rush immediately the 
amendment is repealed. In our opinion that fear is 
groundless. Our opinion is based on undeniable facts 
and a political conclusion we believe to be sound. 
The facts are these: Not a man of consequence in 
public life, and practically none in private life, pro- 
poses the return of the saloon. No political party 
proposes it. On the contrary, the wettest of our 
public men insist, as Gov. Smith did four years ago, 
that “the saloon is, and ought to be, a defunct insti- 
tution.” That is the pledge of both major political 
parties. It is the sentiment of the distinguished 
men and women who have énlisted in the war against 
prohibition when convinced, at last, that it was as 
bad as, or worse than, the old regime. 

As for the conclusion, it may safely be ventured, 
we believe, that there is not a congressional district 
in the United States where a candidate could be 
elected on a platform for the return of the saloon. 

We should like the W. C. T. U. and all the honest 
agencies that have supported constitutional prohi- 
bition to realize that the abandonment of the plan 
and the determination to try something else is not 
a triumph for the forces of evil. It is a triumph for 
temperance. There are sinister interests that think 
otherwise. They will be disillusioned.

It is, or they are, that 
Nicaragua has made a brilliant addition to the juris- 
prudence of baseball. After Managua defeated 
Granada in a recent game, the latter appealed an 
umpire’s decision on a close play to the Supreme 
Court of the Domain of Sandino, where it is now 
pending. N . 

We pride ourselves on being the land of the free, 
etc., yet it remained for one of the banana republics 
to show what craven followers of custom we really 
are, what worshipers of autocracy, what meek swal - 
lowers of Fascist doctrine.

Th members of the force testified for the gang; 
sters on that occasion, and a page torn from a record 
of arrests was introduced to show that, at the time 
of the robbery, Earl and Bernie Shelton were in the 
East St. Louis holdover. The prosecuting attorney 
charged that the record was a “crude fake” and that 
it was perfectly obvious “that the blotter was tam- 
pered with.” 

The introduction of underworld characters and 
underworld methods into labor disputes has become 
a country-wide phenomenon. The same terroristic 
methods that grew up in ‘quarrels’ between rival 
gangs of bootleggers now are used against labor 
unions. and, in some cases, in their behalf. The 
public, complacent enough when contending boot- 
leggers resorted to the law of the jungle, ‘cannot 
preserve a detached attitude toward this later devel- 
opment. When hired assassins cruise the streets 
with machine guns, whether they are strikers or 
strike-breakers, a challenge is flung at society which 
must be accepted and fought to the bitter end. 
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BURKE AT BRISTOL. 

While we are waiting for the Missouri senatorial 
campaign to warm up, the first class in English liter- 
ature will meet.

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THE BRAZILIAN COFFEE PARTY. 

Post-Dispatch readers were treated Thursday to 
the photographic spectacle of tons of coffee beans be- 
ing shoveled into the sea off thd coast of Brazil for 
the purpose of stimulating prices. Coffee has come 
to be, sentimentally or not, an essential article in the 
bill of fare of the civilized world. In a different way 
it is as important as bread. It charms away the bore- 
dom of many a dull meal; gives a touch of cheer to 
an otherwise sad repast. Man cannot live on bread 
alone—at least, not without coffee. 

Millions of families in the United States today are 
living somehow without coffee or with a pitifully 
cheap grade. To them the Brazilian coffee party is 
like taking this most comforting of drinks out of 
their mouths. Whatever the blunders of the Farm 
Board, it has not dumped surplus wheat into the sea 
to enable the farmers to levy an arbitrary price tax 
on the consumer. We cannot say, however, that 
some American food dealers are morally above such 
practice. It has been done, and we should not care 
to try to support a statement that it is not being done 
today. It was even proposed by a Government farm 
official not.so long ago that every third row of cotton 
be destroyed to hold up the market. 

Grasshopper economics, that point of view which 
counts pestilence a blessing by elevating prices on 
the product that remains, is not advocated today un- 
blushingly as it was when the depression first bared 
its teeth. That is one respect in which economic 
hardship has improved thought and sentiment. Public 
sentiment-will not brook wanton waste of food when 
many are hungry. Possibly, in public sentiment, we 
are yet a step ahead of Brazil. |

O most people, talking is what reading 
has become: something apart from its 
object, a bodily, rather than a niental, 
exercise. Men accuse women of talking for 
Talk's sake. But many men are incorrigible 
babblers. Who sits through the long day 
in the smoking room of the train, talking, 
talking? Who says nothing, but says it 
through the hideous night in hotel rooms 
or at the club? I have been the victim 
of extraordinary performances: Men fight 
for the floor and keep it, without compunc- 
tion or even misgivings. 
Then, there are men and women whose 


said a word, that the moment they open 
their mouths it will be to treat you to 
insufferable details about their uninterest- 
ing lives. This, I am sorry to say, happens 
especially in America, where there is hard- 
ly a vestige of conversation left. Worse 
than that, the word has ceased to have any 
meaning.

I confidently expect the 
American people to recognize and 
properly value. your magnificent 
vision and leadership with re-elec- 
tion. I am working here (Ells- 
worth, Me.) with professional zeal 
ang interest that Maine may point 
the way to a thoughtful nation.

Members of the Cabinet, at their 
semi-weekly meeting, congratulat- 
ed Hoover and reiterated their sup- 
port. Roy D. Chapin, new Secre- 
tary of Commerce, said the speech 
was the most forceful” Hoover 
ever delivered, and said his words 
on prohibition were “the clearest 
things yet uttered by anyone.” 

E. A. Van Valkenberg, Philadel- 
phia publisher and a prohibitionist, 
called on the President to con- 
gratulate him. 

“The President's statement,” he 
said afterward, “is a heartening 
challenge to the lawlessness of the 
uquor traffic. He would have the 
issue faced squarely and deter- 
mined on the principles of self- 
government.

Their 
time was slightly faster than the 
Americans in the trials, but the 
most impressive part of their per- 


formance was the dash with which 


they finished. As a result, they 
displaced Canada as the outstand- 
ing choice to extend the United 
States. 

Pearce Retains His Title. 

Meanwhile the world champion- 
ship sculling crown rests securely 
in the possession of Australia’s re- 
nowned oarsman, Henry Robert 
Pearce, who yesterday stood off the 
spirited closing challenge of Bill 
Miller, American champion, to win 
by three-quarters of a length in the 
single sculls final. 

Pearce had things all his own 
way until about 200 meters from 
the finish, where Miller’s spurt 
had regained about two lengths 
and pushed his boat’s prow be- 
yond Pearce’s stern. The Austra- 
lian then chose only to put enough. 
into his sculling to keep Miller 
in check, as they passed the grand- 
stand. 

The other two finalists, Guiller- 
mo Douglas of Uruguay, and Les- 
lie Southwood, Great Britain, were 
distanced. Southwood = suffered 
from cramps at 750 meters. 
Pearce’s time was 7:44 2-5, unusu- 
ally slow even against a fair cross- 
wind, and Miller’s 7:45 1-5. 

In three other finals, contested 
yesterday, the United States shared 
honors with Germany and Great 
Britain.

The American pair-oared com- 
bination of Charley Kieffer and 
Joe Schauers, with Ed Jennings, 
coxswain, from the Pennsylvania 
Barge Club, came through with a 
fine performance to beat Poland 
by a length and a half in 8:25 1-5. 
France was third and Brazil 
fourth. 

The German four, with cox- 
swain, came from behind with a 
rush to beat Italy in-the last few 
strokes, the official margin being 
one foot anc one-fifth second. Po- 
land was third and New Zealand 
fourth. The winning time was 
7:19. 

The British pair-oared boat, 
manned by Hugh Edwards and 
Lewis Clive, without coxswain, tri- 
umphed over New Zealand by a 
scant length in 8 minutes flat. Po- 
land was third and Holland fourth. 

The United States picked up 15 
points for the day and took the 
lead. Poland and Great Britain 
collected 13 each, Germany and 
Austria 10 each, New Zealand 
8 and Italy 5.

BERLIN, Aug. 13.—President 
on Hindenburg refused today to 
meet the demand of Adolf Hitler, 
ader of the National Socialists, 
hat Hitler be made Chancellor of 
new Cabinet. 

Hitler, demanding the Chancel- 
orship and a free rein or nothing, 
efused to participate in a new 
abinet as Vice-Chancellor or to 
dermit his followers to participate. 

e Vice-Chancellorship would have 
Jeluded the Premiership of Prus- 
2 vacant since Chancellor von 
Papen established a virtual dicta- 
orship in Prussia, the largest state 
n the Reich. 
This was a day of important deci- 
ons. Hitler and several of his as- 
oclates in the Natlenal Socialist 
party conferred with Chancellor 
ron Papen in the morning. The 
hancellor offered to make @ deal. 
Chancellorship or Nothing. 
He said Hitler could be Vice- 
hancelior, a post which would be 
reated especially for him and 
ould melude the post of Premier 
of Prussia, which has been vacant 
nee the National Government im- 
posed a virtual dictatorship in 
Prussia. * 
Hitler balked. He wanted a 
hancellorship or nothing, he said. 
Then Von Papen offered Cabinet 
to some of Hitler’s lieuten- 

its. Hitler refused that, and the 
nference was over. Representa- 
ives of both sides tried to get Hit- 
's donsent to the appointment of 
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man, to the Vice-Chancellorship. 
That also came to nothing. 

Then Hitler went to see the Pres- 
dent. 

Chancellor von Papen was there, 
nd Otto Metasner, the President's 
cretary, who is much more im- 

rtant behind the scenes than his 
Htle would indicate. 

Hitler Hindenburg. 

The President’s attitude toward 
he Nazi leader, young enough to 
de his son, was described after- 
fard as fatherly. He reminded 
itler of his promise, given before 
he last Reichstag election, that he 
rould support a Government rest- 
ng upon the confidence of the 
resident, 

Hitler was adamant. Once more 
¢ demanded that on the basis of 
his party’s strength in the Reich- 
tag. he be made the Chancellor 
of Germany. 

The President refused “for moral 
easons and for the sake of the

With great dignity he informed 
he Nazi chief that his conscience 
ould not permit him to entrust 
>» one party the sole responsibility 
or the entire German people. He 

treated Hitler to be content with 

Cabinet post.
